HQ dwelt on the point that tbe ar- 


rangement between the natural'zed 
citizen and tbe government was a mu 
tual one, that tbe one gave ollegiuLce 
and tbe other gave protection, tuat 
when it required the assistance of 
he citizsu the government peremtoi- 
ily demanded it, and on the other 
hand, the citizen, when his rights 
•voro invaded had a right to demund 
the protection of the government. 
He quoted "Tha Century" that were 
fifteen millions of people in the Unit- 
ed States of foreign birth or parent- 
ige and argued that in view of recent 
Avon's they were not so foolish as to 
act with a paity that had been so 
-hamefnlly negligent iu 
affording 


thorn protection. 


The speaker then referred to the 


course pursued by the Irish World 
and some other papers edited by 
naturalized citizens. Ho said the 
Irish World had said harder things 
of Mr. Blaine than any other paper 
in the country except tha Globe- 
Democrat, the New York Tribune 
and Chicago Tribune, and he would 
like to know what change occurred 
in Mr. Elaine's opinion to justify the 
change in the Irish AVorld. 


Some one in tho audience suggest- 


ed "soap." Mr, Graham remarked 
that soap was frequently referred to 
as a test of civilization, that nation 
being most civilized whiuh ust'd most 
soap. On that ba-is, he said, Mr. 
Blaine was unquestionably the most
